Latest Estimates of Dead in Chicago Disaster Put Total 
at 1,280—State and Nation at Work in Effort to 
Fix Responsibility for Horror. 


Ghicag-o, July 26.—^Figures announced by CkxFoner Hoffman this 
afternoon show that the total number of livee'^lofit in the Eastland 
steamship disaster may reach 1,280. The conomer's statement Is- 
sued at 1 p. m. gave the following estimates: 


Number of bodies recovered, 810; number of misslxig reported 
to Western Electric company, 270 ; number of bodies estimated still 
in the hull of steamer, 200. Total. 1,280. 


All but nine of the bodies recovered have been identified. 
Investigations to determine the cause of the accident and pun- 
ish the guilty were vigorously pushed during the day by Oofronar 
Hoffman, State's Attorney Hoyne, and United States District At- 
torney Charles P. Clyne. 


After questioning members of the Eastland's crew and scores 
of witnesses, States Attorney Hoyne and his assistants expressed 
the opinion that the accident was caused by the overloading of the 
boat.

DIVERS FIND MORE DEAD. 


Hull of Eastland Believed to Still Hold 
Bodies of 300 Victims. 


Chicago, July 26.—Divers engaged in 
rescue work reported to Coroner Hoff- 
man today that they believed there were 
about 200 bodies still in the hull of the 
steamer Eastland, many of which are 
In such positions they cannot be taken 
out until the vessel is raised. 


The work of searching the submerged 
interior of the boat and dragging the 
river for victims progressed slowly. At 
noon three additional bodies had been 
recovered. 
Arrangements 
were 
com- 
pleted for raising the steamer and dyna- 
miting the river bed to release bodies 
that may be stuck in the mud. 


The Western Electric company today 
began the preparation of a list of its 
missing employes, and when this is com- 
pleted it will be possible to make an 
accurate repor*^^ of the number of lives 
lost 


1,100 New Estimate of Dead. 


Coroner Hoffman reported that 810 
bodies had been recovered. The Western 
Electric company's list of missing con- 
tains 178 names and this is being added 
to hourly, as the heads of the various 
departments report. 


Coroner Hoffman belie\>'S the total 
number of dead will reach 1,100, if the 
estimates of divers on the number of 
bodies still in the bow proves correct. 


The investigations undertaken by the 
federal, state, county and city officials 


are being steadily pushed in an effort to 
fix responsibility for the Eastland dis- 
aster. 


Unable to Reach Bodies. 


F. H. Avery, in charge of the divers 
engaged in the rescue work, said that his 
men were able to see many bodies in the 
hull which they were unable to reach. 
After talking with the men working un- 
der the water he formed his estimate of 
200 bodies still in the boat. 


The first funeral service for the East- 
land victims took place today when more 
than 
three 
hundred 
corteges 
passed 
through the streets of the city. 
Ar- 
rangements have been 
made to hold 
services for some of the various victims 
every day of this week. 


In several instances today, the same 
service was said over two or three vic- 
tims, members of the same family. 


Foremen Check Off Missing. 


Employes of the 
Western 
Electric 
company took their usual places in the 
big plants on the 
west 
side. 
They 
stood idle and silent while the foremen 
passed through and checked the miss- 
ing. There were many places unfilled. 
The foremen jotted down the names of 
the men, women, girls and boys whi/, 
last Friday, left their work never to 
return. 


Plans for raising the steamer East- 
land were completed today

work will be begun as soon as the nec- 
essary machinery has been placed in 
position.

Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


An American steAmex, the Leela- 
naw, loaded with flax, a product offi- 
cialfy declared by Germany to bo 
contraband of war, was sunk yester- 
day off Scotland by a German snb- 
marine. 
All the members of hex 
crew, who numbered about 40 men, 
have been landed safely at Kirkwall 
in their own boats. Details of the 
incident are as yet lack^. 
Nothing 
has been received to indicate whether 
,or not the American steamer was 
warned or visited- by the German snb- 
marine before be^g taken to the 
bottom. 
Germany received the last 
American note on submarine warfare 
and the sinking of the Lusitania on 
Friday, July 23, two days before the 
Leelanaw was destroyed. 


GeTnian3r*s armies in the east con- 
tinue to make progress in the task 
alloted them of investing Warsaw. 
North of the Polish capital the Teu- 
tonic troops, accordilng to official Ber- 
lin reports, have crossed the Narew 
river and are advancing toward the 
river Bag and the railroad rvniiiax 
out of the city to the eastward. In 
this sector the Germans are 25 miles 
from the capital South of Warsaw 
the Germans are directiog their ef- 
forts against the Russian lines near 
Prazcino, a town 12 miles from tl»e 
capital, and they already have taken 
two positions by storm. 


In South Poland the Germans are 
meeting with determined rcsistanci 
from the Russian troops holding the 
Lublin-Chelm railroad, which is of 
great strategic value in connection 
with the military operations further 
to the northwest. 


That preparations have been made

life. When her sons had not returned 
at midnight she made inquiries and was 
told there were 
many 
bodies at the 
armory and thither she made her way. 


Mrs. Maran had made the trip along 
one row of dead and part way back 
V hen she uttered a cry and fell across 
tlio form of a youth. It was her son 
Tom. 
Policemen tried to dissuade her 
from continuing the search, but she per- 
sisted and ten minutes later found the 
body of her daugliter-in-law. 
In the 
last row, lying side by side, she fovmd 
the bodies of her other son and his child. 
The disaster leaves her alone. Not a 
relative survives and she i» poor. 


Finds Four Among Bodies. 


Otto Brandt was sent by his sister, 
Mrs. Bary Braitch, or Congress Park, to 
find her husband and four children from 
whom she became separated when the 
vessel capsized. 
He located them all 
among the bodies in the morgue. 


Mrs. Braitch and hei- family were to- 
gether when the Eastland turned over. 
She had her baby in her arms when 
they were thrown into the water, but in 
trying to catch at something the infant 
slipped from her giasp, 
Mrs. Braitch 
was taken home in a hysterical condi* 
tion, but hoped that some of her family 
had been saved. 


"She sent me down," said Brandt, and 
said, 'I know that at least one of my 
babies must be alive.' 
I 
found the 
bodies liere and had them brought to- 
gether. I should have gone home long 
ago, but I cannot tell her that all have 
gone." 


One of "the tragedies of the disaster 
was enacted inside the steel hull of the 
Eastland during the two hours that in- 
tervened between the time the boat cap- 
sized 
and the cutting of holes that 
would permit of the rescue of survivors. 


Dragged Out Through Holes. 


George Olinger and his wife, Eliza- 
beth, were among those dragged out 
after holes in the hull had been cut. 


"When the boat rolled over I grabbed 
Elizabeth and we both scrambled to 
the upper 
side," Olinger 
said. 
clung there to a post 
or brace, and, 
looking down, we could see the water 
pourhig ill below us 
like 
falls. 
It 
rushed aloiirf by the stairs and spurted 
through liortholes. 
Men and women 
Were lloiiiidering; iuound and screaming 
as tlic water rose. In the place where 
we were there wore about twenty woin- 
j en and seyen men. The men assisted 
tlie women to places where they could 
cling until help arrived, but many sank 
during the first five minutes, and did 
not come up. 


"We made preparations to die. Some 
of the women became hysterical. 
Tlio 
rescuers started to pulí some of the 
men and women through the port holes, 
but they were too small, and they w-jre 
forced to drop a number of them back." 


J. Peterson, his wife and her siátev, 
were on the second deck on the port 
side, and had the experience of being 
washed completely througn 
the boat, 
after a partition had given away, 
'I 
can swim, and I rose with the water,"' 
said Peterson. 
"The partition 
above 
me gave way, at least some of the wm- 
dows 
did, and 
I 
went 
up 
to 
the chin. I caught hold of a long beam 
supporting the upper deck with some 
others. 
This beam gave way. though, 
and I had to swim agam. 
While I was 
hanging on my vdfe. came up where I 
had been, and, a little later in the same 
place, her sister appeared.

Boy of 19 Saves Five.

Navy and Forts Could Not 
Prevent It, Declares 
Security League. 


New York, July 26.—The report of 
the army committee of the National 
Security League, of which ex-Secretary 
of War Henry L. Stimson is chairman, 
was made public yesterday. Its conclu- 
sion was that at present an alien ehemy 
would have little difficulty ia 
finding 
plenty of safe landing places along the 
undefended coast of the United States. 


This 
country, 
the 
committee 
re- 
ported, could not place entire reliance 
for national security on a navy alone. 
It must have land defenses. The navy 
was held to be not an adequate 
first 
line and the present land forces not ata 
adequate support for the navy. 


"Twenty-five thousand re^lars 
and 
60,000 miiitia," the report said, "consti- 
t\ite our total defensive mobile force for 
the protection of many thousands of 
miles of coast and land frontier. 
This 
force is so scattered throughout the land 
that it would be next to impossible to 
concentrate it on one coast in less than 
a month. 


Unable to Stop Invader. 


"Aside from its weakness, in num- 
bers, this force would be poorly trained, 
hastily ajid ineffectually organized, ill 
balanced, 
incompletely 
equipped 
and 
lacking in such essentials as light and 
heavy artillery and the ammunition to 
serve it. 
From commander to the low- 
est private the imhomogeneous 
com- 
mand would be lacking in that ability 
for team work which is acquired only 
with training and is essential to mili- 
tary success. 


"On the other hand, the great armed 
nations of the world liave sufficient mer- 
chant shipping 
to 
transport

shores, in a single expedition, a much 
larger force than we can possibly con-

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The Eastland 
Disaster 


Again the impossible lias happened. 
The overturning of the 
great excursion steamer Eastland while at its dock in Chicago, and 
the loss of undoubtedly more than one thousand lives was a tragedy 
impossible of comprehension, and yet it occurred. A similar catas- 
trophe in mid-lake might be conceived ; that it transpired with the 
boat practically touching the shore line intensifies the horror from 
the very fact that it came under circumstances Avhich all would have 
declared impossible. 


The shock of the disaster is not confined to Chicago staggering 
today under its grief unassuageable. The spectacle of a merry crowd 
of 2,500 toilers, their wives, their families and their friends, radiant 
and expectant of a day of diversion and pleasure transformed in a 
moment into a helpless, shrieking, struggling mass of humanity bat- 
tling against death that stalked out of the gay and gladsome morn- 
ing is a scene which words can not portray and a sorrow to the real 
•depths of which even boundless human sympathy cannot penetrate. 
Beside a tragedy of this sort, mankind stands palsied in contempla- 
tion. 


There will be investigation, of course. This official and that of- 
ficial, this condition and that condition will be blamed, but none of 
it nor all of it can bring back to life those hundreds of innocent vic- 
tims, restore homes all but wiped out or carry solace and comfort to 
those whom fate left to mourn while others were taken away. The 
laest that can result will be action that will take all possible precau- 
tion against a repetition of the horror. If ever a clear duty con- 
fronted those charged with the safeguarding of human life, that 
,<Juty is now plain before those who must deal with the Eastland 
tragedy. 


In a decision of peculiar interest to each of the larger cities of 
Indiana, the state public service commission has ruled that under the 
law it cannot assume to regulate the jitney bus enterprise in Indi- 
ana, and has dismissed the plea of the traction interests which asked 
that the operators of the jitneys be placed under the same restric- 
tions as are other common carriers. Nobody believes, of course, that 
the fight will end here, and there are already indications that the 
traction interests will carry the matter into the courts for decision. 
Meanwhile, the jitney is secure in its position, and the public can 
prepare itself to stand by and watch a whale of a fight if the jitney 
bus men of the state are ab^e to get together for defense as they pur- 
pose doing. 


Favorable mention of Edward G. Hoffman, Twelfth district 
member of tlie state committee, as Indiana member of the democratic 
national committee in 1916, is not only highly gratifying to Mr. Hoff- 
man's friends in Fort Wayne, but will be warmly applauded all over 
the northern half of the state, where he is best known.

Two large audiences heard Dr. How- 
ard H. Russell, D. D., founder of tli© 
Anti-Saloon League and the Lincoln- 
Lee Legion, Sunday, at the First Baptist 
and 
the 
First 
:^rethodist 
Episcopal 
churches. 


Dr. Russell is making the first water 
wagon tour over tho Lincoln highway, 
-which was begun at New York on July 
4 and will end in San Francisco, Sep- 
tember 5. 


The speaker declared that the Lincoln 
higJiway was a most appropriate me- 
morial to the memory of Abraham Lin- 
coln. He said that if Lincoln could have 
liad his way he would have had it safe 
and it never will be a safe highway un- 
til this country is a sober nation. 


"When we have one we will have the 
other," he declared. 


Dr. Russell said that Iowa will be the 
first Lincoln highway state to be dry 
and that Ohio would probably be the 
second with Indiana a close third. 


The speaker told of the origin of the 
Lincoln temperance pledge and of Lin- 
coln's effort to get signers to it at the 
South Fork ichoolhouse in Illinois sev- 
eral years before ho became presiden*- 
of the United States. He said that Lin- 
coln was always a total abstainer and 
was an advocate of the cause of tem- 
perance. 


Tlie speaker told of the fight that has 
been made sincc the organization of tho 
Anti-Saloon League for tho cause of 
temperance and declared that the league

"An official telegram from main head- 
quarters dated July 26 says that in the 
western theater of the war no import- 
ant events have transpired anywhere on 
the front. 


In the eastern theater:

Names of the victims and survivors 
of the ill-fated Eastland, which turned 
turtle in the Chicago 
river

morning were scanned by Fort Wayne 
citizens Sunday with much 
anxiety. 
Every name was read carefully to see 
whether a relative or friend were among 
the dead or missing. 
^ 


J. L. Wensley, 436 Fourth street, re- 
ceived a telegram Sunday from his son, 
Earl Wensley, of Chicago, conveying the 
information that Alex Dupke, a ma- 
chinist in the plant of the Western 
Electric company, was one of the vic- 
tims of the awful tragedy. 
The mes- 
sage read: 
"We are safe, but Alex was 
drowned." Mr. Wensley is of the opin- 
ion that his son and wife were on the 
boat when it sank but were saved. 


Mrs. Wensley felt much anxiety over 
the saifety of her brother, Frank Wilker- 
son, a bookkeeper for the Western Elec- 
tric, and Sunday communicated 
with 
relatives in Chicago. 
She learned that 
\\^lkea:son was safe. He was^ on the 
boat;,that carried the officers of;;the com- 
pany. 


J. T^ Rentschler, a former resident of 
Port Wtayne, who is employed by the 
Western Electric compaaiy in Chicago, 
and Mrs. Rentschler were among those 
who were rescued from the boat. A tel- 
egram to that effect was received by 
Philip S. Rentschler, 1716 Reidmiller 
avenue, father of the young man. J. T. 
Rentschler was formerly employed in 
the switchboard department of the Fort 
Wayne Electric works. 


H. W. McDarby, a former Fort Wayne 
man, just rfiissed being on the Eastland.

PUTS SUBMARINE TO FLIGHT. 


Paris, July 26.—The way in which a 
German submarine heading for a Brit- 
ish transport laden with troops and 
ammunition was put to flight by an al- 
lied aeroplane is described by the Sed- 
dul Bahr correspondent of the Matin. 
An aviator saw the underwater boat 
preparing to launch a torpedo and then 
gave the alarm. 
Pending the arrival of 
destroyers she dropped bombs at the 
submersible. 
Although 
none of the 
missiles took effect they 
forced the 
submarine to plunge deeper. 
Soon aft- 
erwards, 
however, 
the

appeared on the surface and the aviator 
dropped two more bombs. 
The sub- 
marine then made off and did not re- 
appear. 


An official statement of the German 
government issued April 18, 1915, set 
forth that flax is contraband of war.

The United States 
vigorously asserted its 
position 
tliat 
even though an American ship carriefl 
contraband of war it was peculiarly 
protected from destruction by the stipu- 
lations of the Prussian-American treaty 
of 1828. Flax, which was being carried 
by the Leelanaw, was declared absolute 
contraband by Germany on April 18 as 
retaliation against the British contra- 
band declaration. WTiile precedents of 
international law in recent years sup- 
ported particularly by the declaration 
of London, have recognized the right of 
a belligerent to sink a neutral vessel 
carrying contraband if the ship was cer- 
tain of condemnation by a prize court 
the action has been limited to the ex- 
treme cases of necessity when taking 
prizes into court would involve danger 
to the vessel. 


Irrespective of the principles of inter- 
national law noted on that point, how- 
ever, the United States has, in its corre- 
spondence with Germany, insisted on 
the application of the following article 
13 of the treaty: 


"In the case of one of the contracting 
parties being engaged in war with any 
other power, to prevent all the difficul- 
ties and misunderstanding that usually 
arise respecting merchandise or contra- 
band, such as arms, ammunition and 
military stores of every kind, no such 
articles carried in the vessel, or by the 
subjects or citizens of either party to 
the enemies of the other shall be deemed 
contraband, so as to induce confiscation 
or condemnation and a loss of property 
to individuals. Nevertheless it shall be 
lawful to stop ,such vessels and articles, 
and to detain them for such length of 
time as the captors may think necessary 
to prevent the inconvenience or damage 
that might ensue from their proceeding, 
paying, however, reasonable compensa- 
tion for the loss such arrests shall occa- 
sion to the proprietors."

while our flag is offended and Norweg- 
ian ships aVe torpedoes without warning, 
the government and parliament are busy 
discussing whether the language we ara 
talking is real Norwegian or whethei 
the hymns and prayers are to be dis- 
continued in public schools. About thos» 
events that fill everybody with uneasi^ 
ness and wrath they say nothing." 


The Aftenposten says: "Every^ing i» 
all right in Norway! 
Germany, how- 
ever. by reasons we do not understand, 
is torpedoing our merchant ships, but 
what.does it matter?

Again the impossible lias happened. Tho overturning of the 


great excursion steamer Eastland while at its dock in Chicago, and 
the loss of undoubtedly more than one thousand lives was a tragedy 
impossible of comprehension, and yet it occurred. A similar catas- 
trophe in mid-lake might be conceived: that it. transpired with the 
boat practically touching the shore line intensifies the horror from 
the very fact that it came under circumstances which all would have 


'declared impossible. 


The shock of the disaster is not confined to Chicago staggering 


today under its grief unassuageable. The spectacle of a merry crowd 
of 2,500 toilers, their wives, their families and their friends, radiant 
and expectant of a day of diversion and pleasure transformed in a 
moment into a helpless, shrieking, struggling mass of humanity bat- 
tling against death that stalked out ot! the gay and gladsome moru- 
iiigls a sccuu which words can not portray and a sorrow to the real 
depths of which even boundless human sympathy cannot penetrate.

sage read: "We are safe, but Alex T 
drowned." Mr. Wcnsley is of the opin- 
ion that his son and wife were on the 
boat when it sank but were saved. 


Mrs. Wensley felt much anxiety over 


the safety of her brother, Frank Wilker- 
son, a bookkeeper for the Western Elec- 
tric, nnd Sunday communicated with 
relatives in Chicago. She learned that 
WSlkerson was safe. He was on the 
boat that carried the officers of the com- 
pany.

WILL AGGRAVATE THOUBLE. 


Act Likely to Further Strain United 


States Relations With Germany. 


Washington, .Inly •>(!.—The torpedoing 


of the American steamer Leelannw is a 
shock to American officials who see in 
the 
incident a further aggravation of 


the sit tuition between (iernutny and the 
United Slides. Although they 
Iddiiy in absence of details to construe 
the iict us w i t h coming in the warning 
of the liis.1. note, it. is pointed out that 
f u r l her v i o l a t i o n of international law 
nMVctiiifr American citizens would be re- 
garded as "dcliliei-alely unfriendly." 


The view takc-n was that Germany,, in 


effect, had ignored and disregarded an 
earlier note »ont in connection with th<: 
Finking of the American sailing ship 
Win. P. Fry; by the Gorman cruiser 
Prin?. F.ilcl Fredrich. The United Ktntcs 
vigorously asserted its 
position 
that 


e\cn though an American ship carried 
contraband of war it was peculiarly 
protected from destruction by the stipu- 
lations of tho Prussian-American treaty 
of 1828. Flax, which was being carried 
by tho Leelanaw, was declared absolute 
contraband by Germany on April IS as 
retaliation against the British contra- 
band declaration. While precedents of 
international law in recent years sup- 
ported particularly by the declaration 
of London, have recognized the right of 
a belligerent to sink a neutral vessel 
carrying contraband if the ship was ccr- 
toin of condemnation by a prize court 
the action has been limited to tho ox- 
tremo cases of necessity when taking 
.rizes into court would involve danger 
,o the vessel. 


Irrespective of tho principles of inter- 


national law noted on that point, how- 
ever, the United'States has, in its corre- 
spondence, with Germany, insisted on 
tho application of the following article 
13 of thn treaty: , 


"Tn tho case of one of the contracting 


parties being engaged in war with any 
other power, to prevent all the difficul- 
ties and misunderstanding that usually 
arise respecting merchandise or contra- 
hand, siicli as arms, ammunition and 
military stores of every kind, no such 
articles' carried in tho vessel, or by the 
subjects or citizens of either party to 
the enemies of the other shall be deemed 
contraband, so ns to induce confiscation 
or condemnation and a loss of property 
to individuals. Nevertheless it shall be 
lawful to stop such -vessels nnd articles, 
and to detain them for such length of 
t.;mo ns the captors may think necessary 
to prevent the inconvenience or damage 
that might ensue from thoir proceeding, 
paying, however, reasonable compensa- 
tion for the loss such arrests shall occa- 
sion to the proprietors."

nings Bryan, former secretary of state, 
is of -the opinion Hint tlioso who are 
looking for "the Big (Stick in'tlio Scrip- 
ture would think the writers of Holy 
Writ were mollycoddles." He thus ex- 
pressed himself in an address laat night 
at the First Congregational church. He 
did not mention Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
by name, but his address w»3 full of 
obvious references to him. 


"There ia a p]lrasfi about speaking 


softly but carrying a big stick," said Mr. 
Bryan. "The man responsible for that 
phrase never found it in the Biblo and 
Ilia reputation as a wise man could 
never depend on that alone. The trouble 
is'you can't find a soft voice, with a big 
stii'k. 
Tf a man has a soft voice lie 


does not want a big stick. If 1m gets a 
big stick lie loses his soft voice."

was that 'tlie TInitcd States has no war- 
rant to conceive wnr against Germany 
or any other European powe.r. '"~ 
to war with Oe.rmany now," he 
"would be like challenging an 
asylum.''
